President Hits Foe On Defense 
‘Immoral’ Ford Foreign 
Policy Flayed By Carter 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) 
Jim m y C arter says President 
Ford is conducting an imm oral 
foreign policy and fc'ord says 
C arter advocates a dangerous 
defense policy. But in their 
second televised confrontation, 
both rejected isolationism and 
pictured America as a peace­ 
m aker in a troubled world 
The debate Wednesday night 
between the two presidential 
contenders - 
the aggressive 
C arter 
and 
the 
necessarily 
defensive incum bent 
was a 
scrappy affair of biting sa r­ 
casm , far more com bative than 
th eir 
first 
ex ch an g e 
of 
economic statistics. 
In an assertion that may 
come back to trouble him. Ford 
declared 
that

Soviet domination of E astern 
Europe.” 
C arter laughed, Ford glared, 
then declared: 
“I don’t believe ... that the 
Yugoslavians 
Rom anians 
the Poles consider them selves 
dom inated by the Soviet Union 
Each of those countries is in­ 
dependent or autonomous ” 
C arter suggested Ford should 
check 
that 
finding 
w ith 
Am ericans who have relatives 
in those countries, but as soon 
as the debate ended they were 
speaking for them selves 
G e o rg e to w n 
U n iv e rs ity 
professor Lev E Dobriansky, 
ch airm an 
of 
the 
N ational

Committee, 
said he was “shocked to hear 
President Ford state and even 
try to defend this preposterous 
statem ent.” O ther Americans

echoed his complaint 
At the debate’s end, C arter 
shook hands with Ford and they 
both left the bare stage of the 
Palace of Fine Arts theater 
They meet a final time Oct. 22 
at William and M ary College in 
W illiam sburg, 
V a.,

questions on any topic will be 
taken 
Following the debate both 
c an d id ates w ent to rallies 
where supporters, 
who 
had 
watched the confrontation on 
closed circuit television, roared 
lusty assurances that their man 
had humbled his opponent 
C arter told his group he felt 
he put Ford on the defensive

Wholesale prices jum ped 0.9 
per cent in September, return­ 
ing to a double-digit annual rate 
for the first time in nearly a 
year, the Labor D epartm ent 
reported today. 
The inflationary surge, re ­ 
flecting a 10.8 per cent annual 
rate, was a drastic reversal of a 
recent cooling trend that saw 
wholesale costs decline 0.1 per 
cent in August. Not since last 
October have these prices risen 
as sharply. 
A sharp rise in farm prices 
combined with an unusually big 
increase for industrial com ­ 
modities to produce the Sep­ 
tem b er in crease, w hich is 
certain to promote fears of a 
resurgence 
of 
inflation 
and 
em barass President Ford in the 
waning days of his cam paign. 
Ford has pegged his entire 
economic program on claim s 
that his conservative policies 
are controlling inflation. Dem o­ 
cratic presidential candidate 
Jim m y 
C arter 
continues 
to 
emphasize that inflation re ­ 
mains high by historical stan ­ 
dards. 
F arm prices jumped 19 per 
cent in Septem ber following 
substantial declines in the past 
two months. Food prices rose 
0.5 per cent, also a reversal of 
recent trends. 
Industrial prices rose 0.9 per 
cent—the biggest increase in 
nearly a year. This com pared 
to average monthly increases 
of 0.6 per cent over the past 
three months, and an average 
increase of 0.2 per cent in each 
of the first five months of the 
year. 
Except for a slight surge last 
sp rin g , w holesale p rice in ­ 
creases have been relatively 
cool since the last big monthly 
increase of 1.1 per cent in 
October, 1975. Wholesale prices 
have even declined in three 
months during the past year. 
The Wholesale Price Index 
stood at 184.7 in Septem ber, an 
increase of 3.9 per cent over a 
year ago. 
This 
m eant that 
wholesale goods costing $100 in 
1967, now cost $184.70. 
The large increase in indus­ 
trial prices was more alarm ing 
to economist* 
because these 
prices are 1 
volatile and 
make up about 70 per cent of the 
index. 
Prices increased sharply for 
wood products, fuels, rubber 
and 
p lastic 
p ro d u cts 
and 
transportation equipm ent Also 
up were prices for m achinery 
and 
equipm ent, 
m etals and 
metal products and chem icals. 
Over the past three months, 
industrial prices have risen at 
an ominous compound annual 
rate of 9.6 per cent—com pared 


to declines of 11 per cent for 
farm and food prices. 
Among the farm products, 
oilseeds and raw cotton prices 
rose sharply 
in Septem ber. 
Prices for fruits and vegeta­ 
bles, green coffee and cocoa 
beans also rose This more than 
offset declines in the prices of 
grain, hogs, live poultry, eggs 
and cattle.

AMC was the last of the four 
US .automakers to announce its 
prices and the last to put its 
1977-model cars on sale. 
AMC’s price increase over 
1976 models compares with a 
5.9 per cent, or $338, increase by 
G eneral 
M otors 
on 
c a rs 
equipped with the options most 
people choose. Chrysler Corp. 
also raised prices by 5.9 per 
cent, or $326, while Ford Motor 
Co. said its increase averaged 
5.1 per cent, or $310, over 
com parable 1976 models 
AMC sales have been slipping 
this year, largely because of its 
concentration on sm all cars 
whose popularity waned in the 
past year as gasoline prices 
rem ain ed stead y . Its S ep ­ 
tem ber sales lere down 47 per 
x n t from a year ago and its 
yearto-date pace is off 25 per 
cent. 
Despite the relatively sm all 
increase, AMC will not enjoy 
any price advantages over its 
larger com petitors’ sm all cars 
except with its 
new P acer 
w'agon model which is priced at 
$3,799. The only com parable­ 
sized station wagon 
is 
the 
Plymouth Volare at $3,941. 
At the sam e time, AMC said 
its Je e p vehicle sug g ested 
retail prices were increased 5.7 
per cent, or $276, over 1976 
models.

misdemeanor 
of

first 
degree" and can be sentenced 
to up to six months in jail and a 
$500 fine, or both. 
Additionally, the code states 
"at least three days' imprison­ 
ment is mandatory under this

Sec 2929 22, however, allows 
a court to "consider the risk 
that the offender will commit 
another offense and the need 
for protecting the public there­

Ford Pledge Surprises Commerce Dept. 
Names Of Companies Boycotting 
Israel In Future To Be Published 


W A SH IN G TO N 
(U P I) 
- 
President Ford promised that 
the names of American compa­ 
nies which aided in the Arab 
boycott 
of 
Israel 
w ill 
be 
released today by the Com­ 
merce Department. 


However, a Commerce com­ 
mittee spokesman said it was 
the 
departm ent's 
un­ 
derstanding that Ford did not 
mean he would release the 
names of companies that have 
participated in the boycott in 
the past — only those com­ 
panies that do so' in the future 
The spokesman also said the 
Ford 
pledge, 
during 
the 
Wednesday night debate with 
Democrat Jim m y Carter, came 
as a surprise to the department. 


It knew 
that 
he 
favored 
publishing the names of the 
companies, 
who 
are 
now 
required by law to inform the 
department both of boycott 
requests and of the action the 
company plans to take, he said, 
but did not know the announce­ 
ment was imminent. 
Ford said he was taking the 
action because Congress failed 
to pass anti-boycott legislation 
The announcement came after 
Carter called the boycott "an 
absolute disgrace" and accused 


Ford of failing to take action 
against it. 
Ford surprised many observ ­ 
ers in saying that he pushed for 
anti-boycott legislation. The 
administration actively lobbied 
against 
anti-boycott 
bills 
during the last Congress on the 
grounds that »hey would harm 
Middle East peace efforts. 
“ Because Congress has failed 
to act, I am going to get the 
Department of Commerce to 
announce the names’’ of the 
companies, said Ford. He 
disputed a charge by Carter 
that Republicans prevented 
passage of the an anti-boycott 
measure, a part of the Export 
Administration Act which died 
in the final days of Congress 
Ford also noted that he had 
signed tax legislation contain­ 
ing anti-boycott language 
The anti-boycott section of 
the tax bill was bitterly opposed 
by high officials of the Treasury 
and State Departments, and 
there had been hints that Ford 
might veto the tax bill on that 
issue alone. 
This section would deny 
certain foreign tax breaks to 
companies that participate in 
international boycotts such as 
the Arab boycott of Israel. 
Carter termed "an absolute 


disgrace” the boycott by Arab 
nations of any firms owned by 
Jews or doing business with 
Jews — including those in the 
United States He promised to 
fight the boycott if he is elected 
"It is the first time in the 
history of this country” that 
foreign countries "have been 
able to change or circumvent 
our Bill of Rights," said Carter 
"W ith me. it's a matter of 
moralitv...." 


BANGKOK, Thailand (UPD

quickly today to consolidate a

Soldiers built bunkers in front

Pramoj and Puey Ungpakorn, 
left-of-center rector of Tham- 
masat University, were known 
to be under detention 
A fierce gunbattle, between 
police, leftist students and 
rightist counterdemonstrators 
at the university Wednesday, 
killed at least 27 persons and 
gave the military its opportuni­ 
ty to seize power.

Sadat Calls For Overall 
Mideast Accord Next Year 


C A IRO , Egypt 
(U P I) 
- 
Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat said Wednesday night 
that 1977 should be the year for 
working out an overall Arab- 
Israeli peace settlement. 
After reviewing a 90-minute 
military parade marking the 
third anniversary of the 1973 
Middle East war, Sadat told a 
meeting of newspaper editors 
the step-by-step approach of 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Henry 
Kissinger has come to an end. 
“ Following the Am erican 
elections in November, 
and 
with the advent of 1977, the next 
step should be a bid for an 
overall settlem ent,” Sadat 
said 
The military review included 
six Soviet-made Scud rockets 
that can hit 
targets 
inside 
Israel, if fired from the Suez 
Canal area. 
Before the 
parade, 
W ar 
Minister Gen. Mohammed Ga- 
massy declared: "W e believe 
that political efforts should be 
backed by an alert and capable 
military force ” 
The fact Egypt is buying 
weapons from both East and 
West has raised the combat 
efficiency of the armed forces 
and they are “ capable of 
carrying out their mission 
successfully,” Gamassy said. 
"But while we devote our­ 
selves to the (Israeli) danger to 
the east, we are saddened by 
the fact fhat our security is 
threatened by a brotherly Arab 
country to the west,” he said in 
an obvious reference to Libya 
This is why, he said, Egyp­ 
tian troops were deployed along 


the western border in order to 
“ safeguard” it. 
But Sadat later said Egypt 
had no intention of invading 
Libya. 
Col. Moammar Khadafy, the 
Libyan head-of-state, is exag­ 
gerating the number of the 
deployed Egyptian troops "be­ 
cause he wants to draw at­ 
tention 
away 
from 
bad 
domestic conditions in his 
country,” Sadat said 
On Lebanon, Sadat said 
France was prepared to assist 
the Arab effort to -estore peace 
to the war-ravr 
i nation in 
whatever form 
ded by the 
Arabs 
themselves, 
including 
Lebanese President Elias Sar­ 
kis.

School Bus Drivers Here 
Say CBs Are A Blessing 


‘‘I can breathe a little easier 
driving the bus now that it has 
the CB radio unit," says Salem 
school bus driver Lois Patrick, 
“ especially when I'm respon­ 
sible for a bus load of kinder­ 
garten children,” 
Following a widespread trend 
toward outfitting school ve­ 
hicles with the citizens band 
units, 
Salem 
public 
schools 
have completed their program 
of placing them in all 10 buses 
used daily throughout the sys­ 
tem and in the maintenance 
truck. Plans are to have the 
radios installed in the two spare 
buses when possible. 


Not toys or gimmicks, the 
CBs could be "life savers,” bus 
drivers believe, especially on 
trips that take them out along 
the country 
roads 
around 
Salem in all kinds of weather 
One driver got out of a jam 
this week when her bus broke 
down on Cunningham Rd A call 
to Davidson Sales and Service, 
headquarters for the bus ga­ 
rage and parking, had another 
vehicle quickly sent out and the 
children transferred and on 
their way with a minimum of 
trouble. 


"It means we can get help 
without having to leave the 
bus,” Mrs Patrick, a five-year 
driving veteran, says. “ And 
that means a lot, especially if 
you’re carrying kindergarten 
children The wee ones get con­ 
fused so easily,” she adds. 
Although runs differ for the 
various 
drivers,

Pact Scored By GM Chief 


D ETRO IT (U P I) — General 
Motors President E M . “ Pete” 
Estes Wednesday attacked a 
key time-off provision of the 
United Auto Workers’ tentative 
contract agreement covering 
170,000 Ford Motor Co. workers 
who have been on strike for 23 
days 
the U A W ’s 175-member Na­ 
tional Ford Council was asked 
today to give its approval to the 
tentative 
$1 
billion-plus 
agreement. 
The 26-member International 
Executive Board met for three 
hours 
late 
Wednesday 
to 
consider the pact, and UAW 
Vice President Ken Bannon 
emerged from the meeting to 
announce that the board had 
“ unanimously 
approved” 
it. 
Consideration of the pact by 
the two groups was required to 
start the ratification process 
Ford’s 102 facilities in 22 states 
probably will remain closed for 
another week to 10 days. 
But even before that process 
was completed, Estes said the 
key element his firm will have 
to match in the pattern-setting 
Ford agreement — 13 more 
days off the job with no loss in 
pay — was "very disturbing.” 
He said it will lead to in­ 
creased costs that are reflected 
in higher car prices, but 
disagreed with observers who 
said it will lead to the four-day 
work week 
"I doubt if many people are 
dissatisfied with the time off 
allowed under our current 
contract,” Estes told reporters 
in Grand Rapids.

Viet Asks 
World Bank 
Assistance 


M A N IL A , the Philippines 
(U P I) — Newly unified Viet­ 
nam accused the United States 
today of shirking its respon­ 
sibilities in healing the wounds 
of war and asked the world’s 
financial leaders for more 
assistance to rebuild itself 
Vietnam’s attack marked the 
second day that politics punc­ 
tuated the annual meeting of 
the 
World 
Bank 
and 
the 
International Monetary Fund, 
which is normally devoted to 
purely economic and monetary 
matters. 
On Wednesday, Arab dele­ 
gates walked out when Israel 
spoke to the conference and 
several 
countries 
demanded 
Taiwan’s ouster from the two 
groups 
and 
the 
seating 
of 
China. Delegates called 
the 
style 
of 
the 
Arab 
walkout 
“ smooth” and even “ polite.” 
Vice MinisterTran Duong, an 
official of the State Bank of 
Vietnam , 
said 
his 
nation 
deserved special consideration 
from the bank and the IM F as a 
developing 
country 
severely 
devastated by war. 
"Such concern on the part of 
the fund and the bank is all the 
more meaningful at this time in 
that the power which caused so 
much devastation in our coun­ 
try 
continues 
to 
evade 
its 
responsibility to contribute to 
the healing of those wounds,” 
Duong said 
Although he did not mention 
the country by name, Duong 
was clearly referring to the US. 
pledge, during negotiations to 
end the Vietnam conflict, to 
assist Vietnam 
in 
post-war 
reconstruction and rehabilita­ 
tion. 
The UN. Development Pro­ 
gram, meanwhile, in a state­ 
ment released in Manila, an­ 
nounced plans to give Vietnam 
$45 million in development aid 
during the five year period 
starting in 1977. 
Vietnam was admitted as a 
member of both the IM F and 
the bank only last month over 
the objections of the United 
States. The U S . opposition 
reflected dissatisfaction over 
the lack of information on the 
fate of more than 800 Ameri­ 
cans listed as missing in action 
in Vietnam.

National School Bus Safety Week is being 
observed here in Salem and other Communities 
a cross Ohio this week It provides an opportunity 
for citizens to give special recognition to the 
drivers who safety transport our school children

It also should’serve as a reminder to parents 
and motorists of their responsibilities in con- 
trbuting to bus safety 
Ohio's pupil transportation system is one of the 
largest in the nation Approximately 1 36 million 
children, more than half the state’s student 
population, are transported 704,676 miles daily 
on 10 703 school buses. 
To assure maximum protection of youth 


traveling by bus, the State Board of Education 
has established comprehensive training courses 
for school bus drivers, rigid school bus con 
struction standards, regular replacement of 
older buses, and detailed school bus inspections 
bv the State Highway Patrol State assistance is 
provided to school' districts purchasing new 
buses 
Statistics show that approximately 83 per cent 
of the students in local school districts ride 
buses, 64 per cent in exempted village school 
districts, and 32 per cent in city districts. 
Statistics also show Salem residents and all 
other Ohioans can be proud of the safety record 
established bv the bus drivers

Swaziland sends 15 to 20 per cent of its exports 
South Africa and receives 90 per cent of its 
imports from South Africa 
Malawi has negotiated a S4-million loan from 
South Africa to build its national capital, as w ejl 
as a Sl6-million loan for railroad construction 
The Central Africa Republic sent a ministerial 
delegation to South Africa last year and received 
promises of investments of $250 million over the 
next 10 years 
Botswana secured a $19-million loan in 1974 
from the South African Industrial Development 
Corp. to develop mining and has put most of its 
industrial enterprises in the hands of South 
African companies 


One 
of 
the 
most 
interesting 
examples, 
however, is Mozambique, which despite its 
militantly Marxist and anti-apartheid positions 
and its harboring of guerrillas fighting against 
Rhodesia, has growing economic ties with South 
Africa 
Of 214,282 black workers employed in South 
African gold mines, the largest number — 
83,547—come ffom Mozambique and another 
100,000 Mozambique workers have other jobs in 
South Africa 
Under what would be called a "sweetheart 
contract" in the United States, South African 
mining companies pay the Mozambique workers 
40 per cent of their wages directly in South 
African currency The other 60 per cent is paid to 
the Mozambique government in gold bullion. 
WHEN THE WORKERS return home, they 
are paid the wages that were withheld — but in 
local currency Mozambique retains the gold 
The kicker is that the government computes the 
wages at the old ‘‘official’’ price of gold at $42 an 
ounce, rather than the current market value of 
over $100. 
This arrangement gives Mozambique a profit 
of better than 200 per cent on the sweat of its 
citizens, and amounts to a subsidy paid by South 
Africa to Mozambique for furnishing mine 
workers, who not only labor under harsh con­ 
ditions but are virtually indentured servants. 
Sou th Af rica's a pa rtheid policies a re as ha teful 
to Jews as they are to all others who are com­ 
mitted to the values of social equality and human 
dignity, savd Rabbi Hertzberg 
But these 
examples of the close cooperation between black 
Africa and South .Africa are "evidence that, for 
the sake of economic survival, even profound 
political differences are often shunted aside So 
it is with black Africa So it is with Israel 
‘ If it is wrong for Israel to have any relations 
with South Africa, why is it not also wrong for 
black African states to have such relations’1 And 
if it is right for black Africans, why is it not also 
right for Israel’1”

Unionized Police Threaten NY 


NEW YORK — I ’m pro­ 
police. But I ’m not pro-police- 
mob 
And these past few days the 
Big Apple has been harassed, 
howled 
at, 
mocked; 
deliberately aroused 
in 
the 
early 
morning 
hours; 
blockaded in midtown and in 
many sections denied its leisure 
peace by a thunderous, gun- 
carrying police mob in plain 
clothes. 
It besieged City Hall, the 
mayor’s mansion and the police 
commissioner's home. 
Why? 
Basically 
because 
thousands of officers were 
protesting a working "chart” 
change which would put them 
on duty an additional 10 days a 
year. Of course 
there are 
demands for more money. 
Yet this police force, which 
soon enough will be earning 
over $17,400 annual base pay, 
actually works less than nine 
months a year. And it's far less 
than that if you include their 
two days off a week and other 
time grants. 
Many municipal experts with 
whom I ’ve talked consider this 
one erf the greatest time ripoffs 
in history. Nor would you 
believe the unreported health, 
pension, holiday and leave 
benefits. In all, it soon will cost 
this almost bankrupt city some 
$30,000 a year to maintain a 
single cop. 
FOR EXA M PLE, here are 
some minor hours-off benefits. 
Fully paid jury duty. "Blood 
days,’’ which give them two 
days off for each pint of blood 
donated. And physically they

can contribute a pint every 
eight weeks Break time. Days 
off for physicals. Time off to 
purchase uniforms. Paid time 
for union work, to cash checks 
and to attend national con­ 
ventions of veterans’ organiza­ 
tions. 
But 
you 
haven’t 
heard 
anything yet. The cops get 
unlimited sick leave. This, 
regardless of the type of illness 
or injury. Or whether received 
on or off duty. Thus, they can be 
out a year or more with full 
pay. Actually they average 11 
sick days annually. 
Also, they get 11 official 
holidays. Get this gimmick — 
police are paid a lump sum of 
11-261 of their base salary on 
the theory 
they work 
on 
holidays. They 
receive this 
money whether or not they are 
called in to work. Yet many just 
never work on holidays. 
They also get a day off for 
personal needs. For any pur­ 
pose they wish. 
Their official annual vacation 
comes to 28.7 days (actually 29 
days). They also get terminal 
leave credit which adds two 
days a year to time off. When 
it’s all totalled, including four 
annual days permitted for 
death-in-family leave 
(not 
necessarily the immediate 
family), the time-off duty could 
easily average 100 days. 
NOW EXA M IN E the police 
pensions 
and 
health 
and 
welfare. As retirees the cops 
and their families get full 
coverage after 20 years if they 
"throw in their papers” (quit 
the force). Thus, if a cop retires 
at 41 years of age, he or she will 
get full coverage for life. Even 
it the ex-officer takes a new job, 
and thus receives new pension 
credits and new full health and 
welfare coverage in his or her 
second career 
So, a plice person, if the 
spouse is working and also has 
full family health, welfare and 


pension benefits, can be triply 
covered 
And there is the new "heart” 
legislation. Police can retire on 
three-quarters pay if they have 
heart disease — even if the 
strain or illness wasn’t con­ 
tracted while on "the job” or 
they slipped into the depart­ 
ment in some fashion without 
the ailment’s detection. You’d 
be surprised at the spread of 
heart conditions. 
And there 
is 
the 
hidden 
benefit, such as the allowance 
for uniforms. Cops get $265 a 
year for uniforms. Even if they 
don’t wear them Thousands of 
police officers rarely wear the 
official outfit and certainly 
don’t spend such money each 
year on the blues. Yet they’re 
paid for it. Thus a special un­ 
taxed bonus of slightly over $5 
weekly. 
Sowhat're the police howling 
about? Well, it may have gotten 
around that this city now has a 
deficit of some $5 billion an­ 
nually. So the mayor has had to 
cut the police force, fire­ 
fighters, et al. 
TH EREFO RE, MORE police 
are needed on duty. The 
mayor’s advisers noted that 
one of 
the political 
plums 
picked off by the cops some 
years ago, during John Lind­ 
say’s administration, is what I 
call the real sunshine leave. 
The cops agreed to come in 15 
minutes early — you know, so 
they can be briefed by the whip, 
the sergeant. And, after the 
shift, to leave 15 minutes later 
than usual, I suppose so they 
can get debriefed. 
For this bit of fealty to duty, 
they were rewarded with an 
additional 18 days off a year — 
though most of them were 
arriving early, anyway, to rap 
with the boys, to smoke a 
cigaret and generally to sit 
around. And the 15 minutes at 
shift’s end is sheer nonsense. 
So all the mayor’s men said 


forget one of those 15 minute 
periods and put in 10days more 
duty a year. You’d think they 
were ordered not to take 
Christmas gifts. Came the days 
of rage and rampage. Police 
mobs in mufti, led by young 
ambitious officers who want to 
replace the haggard trade 
union veteran piano-playing 
PBA president Doug Weaving, 
hit the streets, awakened 
hospital patients and even 
encouraged hoodlums. 
This hardly is New York’s 
Finest’s finest hour. In their 
hands a police union is a 
menace to the community 


the first nonvisual horizontal 
band above a TV 
picture. 
Screens are composed of 525 
such lines, the top 21 of which 
are unseen and are used by the 
industry for technical matters. 
For example some of the lines 
are necessary for the synchro­ 
nization of the picture. Others 
are used for test transmission 
Line 21, however, is an open 
line, not vital to set require­ 
ments, and thus it has a poten­ 
tial that the others do not. 
One potential is public ser­ 
vice to the deaf. Line 21 can be 
used to relay caption television 
programs to any set fixed with 
a special decoding device. The 
meaning of this 
technology 
should not be minimized. 
Captioned TV would allow those 
with a hearing loss to read dia­ 
logue, the same as everyone 
used to read at the silent 
movies. Admittedly, much of 
what is said on television is not 
worth reading, much less 
hearing, witness the foggy 
chatter of Mary Hartman, but 
social progress is never without 
its objections. 
THE CAPTION technology is 
not experimental. It* is a 
present reality. Engineers at 
the Public Broadcasting. Ser­ 
vice perfected the methods, and 
affiliated stations in certain 
areas have tested the trans­ 
missions successfully. Any 
program can be captioned. Any 
television set can be adjusted 
for decoding. Those who want 
the service would have to spend 
about $125 for a 
decoding 
device; all other television sets 
would receive the regular, non­ 
captioned, picture. 
It is an amazingly simple 
answer to a complex problem. 
And yet, as of now, chances are 
slim to zero that it will soon be­ 
come a reality. The Federal 
Communications 
Commission 
has the power to authorize 
caption use for Line 21, yet it is 
hesitating because of unani­ 
mous opposition from the four 
commercial networks. 
Why the network disfavor7 
They give several reasons, all 
of which are lame. For example 
they say the captioning equip­ 
ment is too expensive. In fact, 
there would be a one-time cost 
erf about $50,000 (the price of a 
30-second commercial on prime 
time) and thereafter about $1 
000 for each 60-minute program 
captioned. Actually, the net­ 
works wouldn’t have to buy 
anything if they choose not to; 
Line 21 captioning would not 
force caption, it would merely 
allow it. 
The real reason for network 
opposition is that the executives 
want Line 21 reserved for more 
profitable use. Such as the 
transmission of printed com­ 
mercials. To hell with the hard 
of hearing — unless one day 
they wish to read a nice cap­ 
tioned pitch about mouthwash. 
Ah, capitalism. It is stronger 
than all forces except public 
contempt. I invite you to write 
your scorn to any or all of the 
networks.

Great Plains Drought Said Ending 
Stable U.S. Weather Patterns 
Be Gone, Scientists Warn 
May 


CO LU M BIA , Mo 
(U P I) — 
Scientists who study the shift­ 
ing cycles of weather believe 
the drought which has hurt 
grain crops in the Great Plains 
states the past three years may 
be ending. 
But they warn that the stable 
weather patterns which Ameri­ 
can farmers enjoyed in the 
1950s and 1960s also may be 
gone. 
The predictions are based on 
climatological records which 
have 
been 
gathered 
and 
analyzed at the Center for 


Climactic and Environmental 
Assessment at Columbia, 
a 
sister agency of the National 
Weather Service. 
Severe droughts in the Great 
Plains states have occurred 
once every 20 to 22 years since 
modern 
weather 
record­ 
keeping began and usually last 
three to five years Scientists 
are studying several possible 
causes of the drought cycle, 
including sunspot activity and 
changes 
in 
ocean 
tem ­ 
peratures. 
“ The drought which we have

now in the upper Great Plains is 
one that really started in Texas 
two years ago and worked its 
way into Kansas last year and 
was centered in the Dakotas 
this year,” said Dr. Norton 
S tro m m en, 
s u p e r v is o r y 
meteorologist at the center. 
“ I would have to say we’re 
nearing the end of the highly 
unfavorable weather that we’ve 
experienced the last two to 
three years, and we should look 
for somewhat better conditions 
over much of the area, based on 
clim atological records,’’ he 
said 
A 
similar 
prediction 
was 
phrased more cautiously by Dr. 
Louis M Thompson, associate 
dean of agriculture at Iowa 
State University. 
“ 1 would nqt be at all sur­ 
prised to see tbe next year as a 
near-normal year. I ’m not 
predicting that the drought will 
continue," said Thompson, who 
has studied the relationship of 


sunspots to drought. 
Every 11 years the spots 
which flare on the sun’s surface 
become quiet, and scientists 
have noticed 
that 
alternate 
periods of low sunspot activity 
correspond roughly with a 
severe drought. Such coinci­ 
dences occurred in 1934, 1954 
and again this year. 
But 
Thompson 
cautions: 
“ While there is some correla­ 
tion, there is no known cause- 
and-effect relationship and it 
may just be coincidence. The 
worst droughts have come 
when we’ve had the least solar 
activity, but yet the droughts 
have persisted after the period 
of low solar activity. So it is still 
a 
rather 
controversial 
question.” 
A similar 
correlation 
has 
been noticed between tempera­ 
ture changes in the Pacific 
Ocean and drought in the Great 
Plains, according to Strommen. 
In addition, the European 


drought this year was associat­ 
ed with warmer water tem­ 
peratures 
ip 
the northern 
Atlantic west of Scandinavia 
and colder temperatures in the 
Bering Sea 


But again, he said, there is 
little conclusive evidence to 
explain whether it is just a 
coincidence or what the cause- 
and-effect connection might be 


“ There are many theories 
out, but nobody has been able to 
really concretely tie down this 
relationship between changes 
in ocean water temperatures to 
p re c ip ita tio n 
ch an g es,' 
Strommen said 
Whatever is the cause of the 
weather changes, the United 
States is in a better geographic 
condition to cope with droughts 
than other countries such as the 
Soviet Union. 
“ W e’ve got a source of 
m oisture 
close 
to 
prime 
agricultural lands, the Gulf of 
Mexico, and we’ve got a source 
of 
continental 
air, 
from 
Canada, and the mountains 
which act as a barrier to the 
P a c ific ,” 
Strommen 
said. 
‘This combination allows for 
more stable conditions than it 
does 
in 
Russia, 
where 
the 
source of moisture is blocked 
by the Himalaya Mountains to 
the south.” 


A slow global cooling trend 
began about 1940, reversing a 
warming trend which saw the 
average global temperature 
increase about three degrees 
from 1890 to 1940. The cooling 
produced 
relatively 
stable 
weather in the 1950s and 1960s, 
but 
the 
weather 
is 
now 


reverting to its more normal 
fluctuations, Strommen said 
There are some important 
implications from that. 
“ That 
means 
that 
people 
developing crops will look for 
plants that have the ability to 
adapt to these wider ranges in 
climate,” Strommen said. “ It 
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means our production will show 
wider fluctuations. 
With 
in­ 
creasing 
population 
and 
fluctuations in production, 
these will also have an impact 
on our economy.”

Beer Becomes Status Drink; 
Guzzlers Turn Connoisseurs 


NEW ’ YO RK (U P I) — Beer, 
for generations the poor man’s 
nondescript beverage, at last is 
becoming a status drink. 
This phenomenon has deve­ 
loped slowly 
in the United 
States. Along the way scores of 
local and regional breweries 
have gone broke, unable to 
meet the competition and huge 
advertising budgets of the 
prestigious national and im­ 
ported beers. 
The change began when beer 
drinking moved out of 
the 
corner tavern into the home. 
This forced brewers to shift 
much of their output from kegs 
for draft sale to bottles and 
cans, magnified the importance 
of the brand label and gave 
marketers of the more presti­ 
gious brands the opportunity to 
exploit status. 
The producers of half a dozen 
big national brands, the M il­ 
waukee and St. Louis beers in 
particular, were the beneficiar­ 
ies of this trend while Carling, a 


Canadian firm, invaded the 
market with great success by 
establishing several US.brewe­ 
ries. But even some very old 
and 
widely 
known 
regional 
brands disappeared 
Beer has gained further 
status in the last five years with 
the rem arkable growth of 
imports. “ Imports have been 
growing by 20 per cent annually 
since 1971 even though retail 
prices run around 75 cents a 
bottle,” says Paul Lohmeyer, 
whose A ll’ Brand Importers, 
Inc., of New York, markets two 
of the most popular, Pilsner 
Urquell from Czechoslovakia 
ana Foster’s, an Australian 
beer that in only five years has 
pushed its way to third place 
among the 150-odd imported 
beers and ales sold in the 
United States. 
The two widest selling im ­ 
ported beers are Heineken’s 
from Holland and Loewenbrau 
from Munich.

Bank of North America in 
New York told a recent meeting 
of the International Association 
of Credit Card Investigators 
“ You tell the merchant what 
to look out for — how to detect 
fraudulent sales,” he said, 
emphasizing the importance of 
contacting the businessman 
and acquainting him with the 
importance of stopping fraud 
with stolen cards. 
“ You have no idea how much 
a merchant appreciates seeing 
a credit card investigator,’ he 
told fellow detectives. 
“ You 
make him a sort of unofficial 
investigator. He is the first line 
of investigation — he’s the guy 
who sees the thief.” 
Form er Los Angeles police 
officer Harry Slajer, now of 
Crocker National Bank in San 
Francisco, 
explained 
how 
“ dual mailings” blunt losses to 
thieves who steal credit cards 
from mailboxes of recipients. 


Post-dated cards are mailed, 
followed up by a notice to 
recipients. Then come the 
telephone calls from persons 
who report after getting the 
notice that they did not receive 
their plastics. 


Next, the issuer should check 
zip code numbers to locate 
neighborhoods where several 
carts are missing and notify 
merchants in the area to watch 
for the cards.

States in bottles and cans, and 
some in kegs, from almost 
every quarter of the globe. 
Britain, Canada, Cuba, Den­ 
mark, Finland, India, Ireland,

merce says the imports are 
running currently at about 689 
million bottles a year. That's 
only about 1 per cent of the total 
current US. market, but the 
imports are growing between 
four and five times as fast as 
the sales of the domestic 
brewers. 
Lohmeyer thinks the main 
factors are the prestige of 
European brands that are from 
100 to 500 years old and the 
tremendous variety of the 
foreign beers. ‘They vary in 
color from pale gold to real 
dark brown while nearly all 
Am erican beers are quite 
similar in appearance,” 
he 
said. 
Sim ilarly, 
many 
of 
the 
foreign beers have quite exotic 
flavors, he said, running from 
the very light Pilsners to heavy 
fruity or sharp high-hops types 
"“On the other hand, only about 
three discernible types of 
American beer are marketed 
w idely, a sharp beer like 
Anheuser-Busch’s 
Budweiser, 
the Milwaukee type beers, 
which are rather like Pilsner, 
and the sparkling malt liquors, 
which aren’t labeled beer or ale 
and taste a little like champag­ 
ne. 
Lohmeyer predicts the im­ 
ported beer status cult will 
expand. He sees many Ameri­ 
cans becoming as fascinated 
and perhaps as dogmatic about 
foreign beers as people have 
been for years about European 
wines.

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Scientists Plan To Sample Life 
Beneath Ice Shelf In Antarctica 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Do 
stra n g e , specialized m arin e 
organisms live in the dark, 
isolated waters beneath the 
quarter-m ile thick Ross Ice 
Shelf in Antarctica? 
T hat’s a question an interna­ 
tional team of scientists hopes 
to answ er after drilling through 
the ancient ice sheet for the 
first time during the A ntarctic 
sum m er later this year. 
The around-the-clock opera­ 
tion is scheduled to begin Nov. 
4. If everything goes according 
to plan, an underw ater televi­ 
sion cam era will be lowered 
through the largest of three 
planned holes Dec. 14 to give 
scientists their first view of the 
ice bottom and the sea floor. 
Then nets, traps and baited 
lines will be lowered through 
the hole in an attem pt to sam ple 
life beneath the ice. 
The great ice shelf, about the 
size of Spain, is believed to have 


formed hundreds of thousands 
of 
y e a rs 
ago 
du rin g 
the 
Pleistocene ice ages. 
“Our researchers are excited 
at the prospect of studying the 
only rem aining community of 
m arine organisms left undis­ 
turbed since the Pleistocene,” 
said D r. John W. Clough, 
scientific director of the pro­ 
ject. 
‘T h ere is hardly any place in 
the E arth ’s biosphere, which 
rivals the isolation and unique­ 
ness of the Ross Ice Shelf — not 
even the abyssal trenches or 
underground caverns,” Clough 
said in a report on project 
plans. 
‘T he discovery of any form 
of life underneath the thick ice 
shelf should therefore be of 
great scientific interest as it 
would shed considerable light 
on the life processes taking 
place in complete and per­ 
petual darkness.” 
One of the other objectives of 
the drilling project will be to 
determ ine the age of the ice to 
help scientists better under­ 
stand the glacial history of the 
world Several tons of ice will 
be melted at different levels to 
m easure the age with radioac­ 
tive techniques. 
T he 
N ational 
Science 
Foundation, which directs the 
scien tific a ctiv itie s of the 
n atio n ’s A n tarctic re se a rc h , 


said scientists also hope to 
learn to what extent, if any, 
m an’s activities have affected 
the w ater below the ice shelf. 
The first hole will go three 
quarters of the way through the 
ice to m ake the age m easure­ 
ments. The next hole will go 
through the 1,375-foot ice shelf 
and a 2%-inch core will be 
recovered 
in 
plastic 
liners, 
inspected and then taken to a 
cold storage facility at the State 
University of New York in 
Buffalo. 
The third hole will be 12 in­ 
ches in diam eter and will be 
used for the scientific studies of 
the w a ter 
under 
the 
ice. 
Scientists also hope to drill 90 
feet into the sea floor, 780 feet 
beneath the ice shelf bottom. 
The drilling will take place 
470 miles southeast of McMurdo 
Station, A m erica’s main base 
in Antarctica 
Dr. Richard L.Cameron, NSF 
m an a g e r 
of 
glaciological 
program s, said the main drill 
hole will be kept open with a 
heater until about Jan. 20 when 
the cam p will 
prepare for 
winter. 
In addition to the United 
S ta te s, sc ien tists a re p a r­ 
ticipating in the project from 
Australia, Denmark, England, 
Japan, New Zealand, Norway, 
Soviet Union, Switzerland and 
West Germ any. 
Misgivings, Doubt Plague 
Rail Agency's Short Life 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
The Ohio Rail Transportation 
Authority 
(ORTA) is rolling 
down the line uncertainly in the 
face of continuing am bivalence 
from the adm inistration of Gov. 
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Jam es A. Rhodes. 
ORTA was created by the 
legislature seven months ago to 
develop a statewide rail plan 
for freight and passenger serv­ 
ice. To date, little has been ac­ 
complished. 
“ We still feel that the trans­ 
portation departm ent could do 
e v ery th in g 
that 
ORTA 
is 
doing,” Rhodes executive a s­ 
sistant Thomas J. Moyer told 
the House Economic Affairs 
and Federal Relations Com­ 
m ittee last week 
Rhodes, however, signed into 
law leg isla tio n estab lish in g 
ORTA despite the misgivings of 
his transportation agency. 
“There seem s to be an effort 
on the part of certain executive 
agencies under the control of 
the governor to thw art ORTA,” 
said Rep. A rthur Wilkowski, D- 
46 Toledo, chairm an of the 
com m ittee and originator of the 
rail authority concept. 
“ M r. M o y er,” he added, 
"w hat we are looking for is a 
spirit of cooperation in this 
m atter.” 
ORTA’s troubles began in 
April when the infant agency 
was evicted from offices at the 
State Office Tower in a problem 
over rent payment. Then a 
d isp u te 
su rfaced 
betw een 
Transportation Director Rich­ 
ard Jackson, an ex-officio but 
voting m em ber of the five-man 
ORTA board, and rail director 
G raem e J. MacKeown. 
Jackson questioned MacK- 
eown’s educational background 
and the M arysville m an sub­ 
seq u en tly resig n ed , leaving 
ORTA without an engineer. 
B oard 
m em ber 
C arl 
E. 
Freshour has taken over as a ct­ 
ing director, but a new dispute 
has arisen with the Departm ent 
of Adm inistrative Services over 
w hether ORTA is entitled to a 
full-time director. 
“There is no directive from 
the governor’s office to execu­ 
tive departm ents to thw art the 
efforts of ORTA,” Moyer told 
W'ilkowski 
But the aide also emphasized 
Rhodes “doesn’t see any way 
rail transportation can be fun­ 
ded without substantial sub­ 
sidies from the state and feder­ 
al government

Geographer Says It Does 
Does Wealth Purchase Health? 


LONDON 
(U P I) - Does 
wealth buy health? 
P ro f. 
M elvyn 
Howe, 
a 
geographer at the University of 
S tra th c ly d e, 
posed 
th at 
question to an attentive body of 
scientists and showed with the 
aid of m aps 
that in some 
m easure the answ er appears to 
be yes. 
Howe told the annual m eeting 
of the British Association for1 
the Advancement of Science 
recently that when diseases are 
charted on m aps they clearly 
show that some environm ental 
stresses may be involved and if 
this is the case, then at least 
some of these m aladies can be 
prevented. 
To bring his thesis closer to 
home to his audience in the 
E n glish city of L an c a ste r, 
Howe showed how even in this 
old and homogeneous country 
there are striking differences in 
death rates for various disea­ 
ses. 
Take, for exam ple, ischaemic 
heart disease, which accounts 
for 26 per cent of all deaths in 
Britain. Listing the average 
death rate in England and 
Wales as 100, Howe pointed out 
that the death rate in Wigan in 
the northwest was 154. But the 
death rate in the affluent south 
of England (including London) 
is under the national average. 


The sam e pattern applies to 
strokes. 
Lung cancer, which accounts 
for about 40 per cent of all 
cancer deaths, is especially 
high in L iverpool, 
Bootle, 
M anchester and Newcastle, he 
said. The figures average 60 per 
cent above the London and 
E ngland-W ales a v e ra g e. In 
som e of these areas in Lan­ 
cashire 
there 
is 
twice 
the 
E ngland-W ales a v e ra g e 
of 
bro n ch itis, em physem a and 
asthm a. 
‘T here are serious regional 
inequalities in infant m ortality 
as well,” Howe said. “Given 17 
infant deaths per 1,000 live 
births, as the United Kingdom 
a v era g e s, we find th at in 
Preston (Lancashire) the rate 
is 33 and in the county of Bute in 
Scotland it is 43.” 


He said the south and east of 
England are “unquestionably 
the favored p art” of the country 
with m ortality ratios 20 per 
cent below’ the average On the 
other hand the Salford suburb 
of M anchester has a ratio 50 per 
cent above the England-W ales 
average. 
“One 
w onders,” 
he 
said, 
“why, in spite of everything 
that governments have done in 
this country during the past 20 
y e ars, 
serio u s 
regional 


inequalities in m ortality ex­ 
perience are still with us. Has 
the general affluence of the 
so u th east 
of

better housing, better diets and 
social conditions?” 
Paraphrasing John Donne, he 
told his listeners not to ask for 
whom the bell tolls but to try to 
fix responsibility for the fact it 
tolls more often in some areas 
of the country.

Two Sociologists Believe 
We-They Attitude In School 
Rivalries Foments Hostility

At pre-game pep rallies high 
school kids practice cheers that 
show school spirit. 
"Kill ’em!” 
"Smear ’em.” 
• 
"Whip ’em !” 
If the team of their choice 
loses, the hostility in the 
"school sp irit” sometimes 
spills out in rumbles. In the 
parking 
lot, 
hallways, 
restrooms. 
Two sociologists, who have 
studied violence and hositility 
at school athletic contests, say 
the schools may cause the 
troubles with their “ we-they” 
attitudes 
Drs. Clifford Bryan and 
Robert Horton, Professors of 
Sociology at the State Universi­ 
ty of Idaho, base their view on a 
yearlong 
study 
of 
fans’ 
behavior. 
The fans studied were from 
high schools and colleges in the 
Pocatelloarea of Idaho. All met 
their enemies in the Pocatello 
mini-dome which seats 6,000. 
The "we-they” attitude in 
interschool rivalries foments 
hostility, spectator aggression 
and youthful delinquency, the 
two reported at the annual 
meeting of 
the American 
Education Research Associa­ 
tion 
In an interview, Bryan said 
the most dangerous place 
during and after the game is the 
girls’ restroom. 
He described the fights there 
as “usually intense” and often 
over boys. 
Bryan contends that the rival 
factions for a particular boy are 
more hostile as a result of being 
put in a warring mood by pep 
rallies. 
Officials, 
feeling 
their 
school’s image is at stake if 
students don’t show enough 
school spirit, urge boys and 
girls at pep rallies to pitch their 
emotions up to a degree of 
"coerced exuberance.” 
As the day of the game nears, 
students invent stories about 
“dirty” 
tactics 
of the foe, 
building the coming contest into 
a grudge match, according to 
Bryan and Horton. 
The study, 
based 
on an 
analysis of reports from nine 
observers 
at 
football, 
basketball and other athletic 
events, showed that the most 


violence is likely to occur at 
homecoming games between 
rivals. On these occasions 
"more time is spent on creating 
‘schoolspirit’,” the researchers 
said. 
The prearranged enthusiasm 
may stay within bounds during 
the game but for the young 
fans, high school age, it’s hard 
to control what happens after 
the game. 
The winning fans may feel, 
for example, that it’s a duty to 
confront opposing fans in the 
parking lot or elsewhere and 
"show them a thing or two.” 
The losing fans may feel it’s 
only right to seek revenge. 
Bryan and Horton report 
violence at sports events is 
increasing and ranges from 
throwing cans and bottles onto 
the playing area to brandishing 
weapons — including a hand­ 
held piece of wood with nails 
sticking out — during the 
game. Confrontations occur 
postgame. 
The problem, according to 
the sociologists, is much worse , 
at large schools. 
It also is worse during and 
after basketball games — 
compared 
to what happens 
during and after football. 
Bryan said school spirit built 
up at pep rallies can have a 
positive effect for those running 
the school. 
It can be a strong integrating 
force and can prevent internal 


conflicts by focusing student 
animosities on outsiders — “ an 
enemy.” 
Besides, sports, say the 
sociologists, give the lonely a 
group affiliation and offer 
vicarious thrills. 
But that’s not really good, say 
Horton and Bryan. They favor a 
trend to the development of 
lifetime, individual sportsrather 
than “ team” ones. 
The typical high school with 
its sports trophy case just in­ 
side the door glorifies a few, 
and makes the school look like 
an athletic club rather than an 
education institution, say Hor­ 
ton and Bryan. 
The better way, they stress­ 
ed, is giving every student a 
chance to develop skill in one or 
more sports 
that can be 
practiced during one’s lifetime. 
Violence, they observed, is 
less likely to occur with in­ 
dividual sports such as tennis 
or track. 
Individual sports also reduce 
"the obsessive emphasis which 
ensures stardom and glory for a 
relatively few.” 
"A better way (than big team 
sports) is to give aggressive 
young people a legitimate 
outlet for their energies,” 
Bryan said 
“ Most young.people have a 
need for self display. They can 
get it through individual sports 
—instead 
of 
‘starring’ 
at 
postgame rumbles.”

DEAR POLLY — Mine is a pointer discovered out of 
desperation. I found that I could clean my fiberglass bathtubs 
and sinks by using a combination of a well-known powdered 
non-abrasive cleanser and one-fourth to one-half cup of 
POWDERED laundry detergent This works wonders and 
leaves the bathroom smelling fresh. ( Polly’s note — I was ad­ 
vised these products should be diluted in water).

D EAR DR LAM B - I have 
read many articles on how to 
lose weight with 50 varying 
opinions. Not once have I seen 
an article on how to gain 
weight 
I am 5 feet 3 and I weigh 8S 
pounds It is embarrassing to 
wear shorts and a nightmare 
to wear swimming trunks. I 
wear long sleeves until the 
weather makes it unbearable. 
To sum it up I need to gain 20 
pounds or more. 
Everyone has been telling 
me that I will fill out. Well it's 
been a long time and I haven’t 
yet. I eat a normal sized 
dinner and lunch and a small 
breakfast. I will not take any 
m iracle pills or hormone 
shots because I think they’re 
stupid and it’s against my 
religion. I'd appreciate any 
help you can give. 
D EAR REA D ER - Hor­ 
mone shots are not stupid for 
those who need them. You 
may or may not need them. 
Growth hormone therapy is 
not used just because a person 
is on the short side, but is 
reserved for those with 
definite growth problems that 
have no chance to be cor­ 
rected with the tincture of 
time and good living. You 
should certainly be seen and 
fo llo w e d 
by 
an 
en* 
docrinologist. He may decide 
you are perfectly normal and 
have a slow development. 
Meanwhile I would suggest 
that you enroll in a weight 
training program. That will 
help you develop muscles. 
You do not need to put on fat. 
That is unhealthy. A good set 
of strong muscles should give 
you a well shaped body even if 
you are not tall. 
I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 5-4, 
Weight Training for Energy 
and Weight Control. It will 
give you some basic informa­ 
tion on what works and what 
doesn’t. It may help you avoid 


some of the profit making 
practices that sometimes go 
along with some of the 
professional 
bodybuilding

All the 
things we eat and use are 
chemicals. All your food is 
made up of combinations of 
chemical elements And some 
chemical additives to food are 
beneficial. Some of the 
preservatives in prepared 
breakfast food may even 
protect against stomach 
cancer. I do agree that we 
need to exercise more caution 
and should avoid the un­ 
necessary or non-beneficial 
use of additives 
As far as other pollutants 
are concerned it does seem 
rather stupid that an ad­ 
vanced society such as ours 
freely pollutes the waters and 
then spends m illions and 
perhaps billions removing the 
pollution. Prevention is im­ 
portant and economical in this 
area as well as other areas of 
health and medicine.

Ohio Panel Aims For Oct. 27 
Vote On Industrial Program 


COLUMBUS (U PI) - The 
Ohio House Ways and Means 
Committee has Gov. James A. 
Rhodes’ industrial develop­ 
ment legislation under study 
and plaas two hearings a week 
to prepare for a final vote by 
Oct. 27. 
The question is whether that 
schedule is fast enough to suit 
the governor, who has threat­ 
ened to call the entire General 
Assembly into special session 
to pass the jobs-and-economv 
bills before the Nov. 2 election. 
Indications were after Wed­ 
nesday’s first hearing that the 
process would be too slow'. The 
next hearing is scheduled for 
Oct. 12. 
Rep George D.Tablack, D- 
Campbell, committee chair­ 
man, said he would hold two 
hearings a week and vote on the 
three Rhodes bills 
“ or our 
alternatives” by Oct. 27. That 
would still leave House floor 
action and Senate consideration 
until after the election. 
Thomas J. Moyer, executive 
assistant to the governor, urged 
acceleration of the hearings 
and said Rhodes still might call 
an extraordinary session to 
assure action by both chambers 
before the election 
Moyer’s testimony highlight­ 
ed the lengthy hearing, attend­ 
ed by four other staffers from 
the governor’s office and two 
cabinet members. It was the 
largest 
contingent 
from 
Rhodes’ office to attend a 
legislative hearing since the 
governor began his third term 
in Januarv. 1975. 


“ The governor has submitted 
these bills because he thinks 
state 
government can 
do 
something 
about 
unem­ 
ployment 
and 
Ohio's 
economy,” Moyer said in rare 
testimony before a legislative 
panel. 
“ It doesn’t make sense to 
stand by and do nothing,” said 
the governor’s aide. “ That's 
like watching a man drown and 
not giving artificial respiration 
while waiting for the inhalator 
squad to arrive. We ought to do 
something to save these indus­ 
tries.” 
What the governor proposes 
is to grant tax reductions and 
limited exemptions 
to in­ 
dustries expanding, moving to 
inner city areas and purchasing 
new capital equipment. 
Majority Democrats want to 
make sure the industrial tax 
load 
is 
not shifted 
to in­ 
dividuals, and that existing 
Ohio industries are not hurt by 
out-of-state firms moving in 
with an unfair competitive 
advantage. 
“ We’re looking for guaran­ 
tees that taxes aren’t going to 
be shifted from business to 
individuals,” said Tablack. 
“They’re going to have to prove 
it to us.” 
Tablack said he plans to 
combine the three bills into one 
measure before a committee 
vote. “The Speaker (of the 
House) has asked me to go forth 
with some kind of legislation to 
bring in jobs,” said Tablack.

Senate leadership to call the 
shots. Why wait until after the 
election?” 
Moyer referred to the Sena­ 
te’s reluctance to support the 
administration's 
industrial 
development bills in the past 
and complained the Senate is 
not holding any hearings now. 
Minority Republican House 
members outlined the three 
Rhodes bills and took questions 
from committee members 
Moyer and James A. Duerk, 
director of economic and
